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NORTH-EAST LONDON 
CARRIES ON 


Jew and Non-Jew 


* BOMBED BUT NOT BROKEN ” 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


In previous messages I have given the story of the pluck 
of the Jews in the East End, which has suffered so heavily 
in the Battle of London. 

Also hard hit are districts of North and North-East Lon- 
don, where many Jews live. Here again the lie that the 
Jews are lacking in discipline and self-control, has been 
blown sky-high. 

Jews in this part of the metropolis did not have to be coaxed 
into joining the various A.R.P. services. They joined in thei: 
hundreds, gaining an experience which has since stood them 
in good stead. 

The -area has received a severe baticring, and many houses 
and business premises have been demolished» A block of flats 
in which many Jews lost their lives had one section completely 
levelled to the ground. R.AS.C. men, Pioneer Corps, and 
A.R.P. squads worked feverishly to move the rubble and break 
an entrance into the basement, where many people were 
trapped. Burst gas mains and water pipes completed the havoc. 
A number of people were drowned. 

But, generally speaking, the number of deaths in the area has 
not been as large as the spectacle of damaged property might 
icad one to believe. “ Bombed, but not broken,” sums up the 
situation here. There is general praise of the morale of the 
Jews, who refuse to do what Hitler would like, Le., become 
panicky and demoralised. , 

in several blocks of flats the inhabitants have appointed their 
own house wardens, each of whom goes on duty for a particu- 
lar period. Men are also stationed at certain points, keeping a 
look out for inctndiary bombs. 


Comradely Feeling 


A strong feeling of camaraderie exists between Jews and non- 
Jews, though the area in the past has been plagued by periodi- 
cal outbursts of anti-Semitism, engineered by ithe Fascists. 

Many Jews in charge of the shelters have offered temporary 
accommodation to those who had been bombed out of their 
homes, providing them with beds and helping them to tide 
over a period of unsettlement. 

| was told of a letter which the Mayor ot Hackney, Coun- 
cillor Wayman, had sent to Mr. J. H. Taylor, the Secretary of 
the New Synagogue, in which he expressed his gratification at 
the spirit of harmony which prevailed between Jews and non- 
Jews of the Borough. 

This spirit of co-operation for the common-weal was summed 
up by a non-Jéw. who told me: “In a time like this we must 


all work together for the overthrow of those evil forces of 
Nazism, which are the enemy both of Christianity and 
Judaism."" The more he had come in contact with Jews as a 


result of the war, he said, the more he realised the evil of anti- 
Semitism and the more he recognised the fact that, after all, 
both Jews and Christians worship one Heavenly Father. 
it would be idle to deny that there is no latent anti-Jewish 
feeling, or that the need for keeping a watchful eye on the sub- 
en activities of the Fascists is a whit less than it used 


So far as lack of homes is concerned, the position is not 
nearly as grave here as in the East End, and while there are 
many obvious reasons for this, the most interesting is that so 
many friends offer temporary accommodation. Many of these

CZECH JEWS MUST GO 


Making Room for German Fugitives 
From R.A.F, Raids 


The continued influx into Bohemia and Moravia of 
German families seeking safety from R.A.F. raids has 
resulted im a new Nazi decree ordering Jews to leave ten 
more towns, in order to. make room for fresh arrivals. 
Among the additional towns which the Jews have to leave 
are Prossnitz, Olomouc (Olmiitz), and Prerau. 

In Prague, thé Jews have been ordered to vacate their 
homes in three more districts, 
to take rooms ifi Prague hotels or to show themselves 
in the vicinity of hotels frequented by foreigners. 

When travelling by tram. Jews must not use 
cars, but only the rear portion of trailers. On lines where 
ily single trams are run, Jews are barred from using the

AIMS 


The “Jewish Army’ Hope 
FEDERATION CONFERENCE 


The 40th annual conference of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland was held on Sunday at Woburn 
douse. 

Mr. Paul Goodman, Treasurer, presided. and submitted 
the report and accounts for the previous year. 

Dr. Weizmann was to have addressed the conference, but in 
a letter regretting his mability to attend he referred to his forth- 
coming visit to America, and offered to address a special session 
of the conference prior to his departure 

“ Now that Palestine ts rapidly becoming one of the main 
theatres of the war.” wrote Dr. Weizmann, “it has become 
abundantly clear that the Yishuv, in common with the Jewish 
people throughout the world, may be able to make a significant 
contribution towards the ultimate victory of Great Britain and 
her Allies.” 

In the course of his address, Mr. Goodman referred to the 
Federation's. Zionist ideal, which was to promote the creation 
of a Jewish national centre in Palestine, which would in the 
course of time solve those spiritual and material problems 
that were inherent m the homelessness of the Jewish people. 
This ideal it was. which reached its [fruition in the Balfour 
Declaration. 

Zionism, however, was not only concerned with the estab- 
lishment of -the Jewish National Home in Palestine. Zionism 
took the whole of Jewish life within its purview and 
endeavoured to save the Jewish heritage in all its phases. Dur- 
ing the last four decades there. had; in the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity, been a veritable revolution in the Jewish communal 
policy, which was: advocated and led by the Zionists, both in 
their mdividual and collective capacities. There had been a 
reorientation of the Jewish outlook. [ft was not only that 
Zionists had secured office, as the Board of Deputies had mani- 
fested, the Zionists had succeeded im reuniting ali the elements 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community.

THE GOLDEN BOOK 


Sixth Volume Initiated 
SECTION FOR PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM} 


Since 1930, 7.063 inscriptions have been entered in the 
Golden Book of the Jewish National Fund, and of them 
675 came from Great Britain and 575 from Palestine. This 
fact is disclosed with the imitiation of the sixth volume, in 
which a section has been reserved for inscriptions of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's ‘name as a tribute from American Jewry. 

Ismar David,. Jerusalem artist, formerly of Germany, designed 
the volume, which was carried out by two leading Jewish crafts- 
men. First page inscriptions include Menahem Ussishkin on his 
75th birthday, Chief Rabbi Herzog om his SOth birthday, and 
“the persecuted German and Austrian Jews.” There is room 
for 5,000 inscriptions in the volume. 

The Golden Book was inaugurated in 1902, and it has since 
been the record of many illustrious names and events in history, 


King George V., Queen Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, Mr. — 


Winston Churchill, Lord Balfour, the Commonwealth of 
Australia on its 150th anniversary, Emile Zola, Alfred Dreyfus, 
the British Parliamentary session that ratified the Palestine Man- 
date in 1922 and the League session which approved its grant 
to England, the Hebrew University, Viscount Samuel, Oxford 
University students who gallantly defended the Jewish Com- 
munity in the 1929 disorders, victims of the Kishineff pogrom 
of 1903, various Palestinian town and village anniversaries, 
Woodrow Wilson, the Lord Mayor, Councillors and Sheriffs of 
the City of London on launching the King George V. Jubilee 
Forest Campaign, Jewish soldiers and sailors in the German 
forces who fell in the 1914-18 war, the Jewish legions in Pales- 


tine, and the pioneers and defenders of Palestine during 1929. 


and 1936-39, are among the many inscriptions. 


FASCIST SLOGANS AGAIN 


Anti-Jewish slogans several feet high again appeared 
recently on walls in the Blackley and Ardwick districts of 
Manchester. The slogans, which in every case were accom- 
panied by the Fascist lightning sign, read: “Down with 
the Jews!” “Persecute. all Jews!” “Stop this Jewish 
war!” and “ British soldiers to die for the Jews!” 

This Fifth Column activity, perpetrated by Fascists who 
hope to aid Hitler's game by causing disaffection and dis- 


unity among British citizens, will no doubt be closely 


watched by the local authorities. Continental experience 
has shown only too clearly that it is the anti-Semites who 


are ready to act as» Hitler's agents.

FRANCE’S NUREMBERG 
LAW 


Jews Barred From 
Professions 


GESTAPO LOOTING JEWISH 
PROPERTY 


New measures restricting the activities of Jews in France 
announced by the Vichy Government last week closely 
follow the Nuremberg model. 

Jews are forbidden to hold any public office, to work im 
the newspaper or film industries, or the teaching profession, 
or to hold the rank of an officer in any branch of the armed 
forces. There will be a numerus clausus in other professions. 

Vichy defines as Jews all people with three Semitic grand- 
parents, and people with two Jewish grandparents if they 
are married to Jews, Jews decorated in the present or the 
1914-1918 war, or who have “rendered distinguished ser- 
vice’ to the country im science or other branches of life, 
will be freed from the employment restrictions. 

A hint of the possible introduction of ghettoes is con- 
tained in a second statute fixing the status of foreign Jews. 
Departmental Prefects will have the right to confine them 
in concentration camps, or to order them to live in specified 
districts At present, according to one report, there are 
30,000 Jews in concentration camps in unoccupied France 
alone. 


Gangsters in Paris 


In Paris, only one Synagogue remains open—the Roth- 
schild Synagogue in Rue de la Victoire. All other Jewish 
institutions are closed, and the homes of communal! workers 
who remained in the city have been raided. 

Gestapo agents have Organised gangs, consisting mostly 
of German Nazis and French criminals, to loot Jewish 


property. When the French police ventured to arrest some 
of the criminals, the Gestapo ordered ther immediate 
release. Later the gangsters, emboldened. began to loot the 


property of Frenchmen, including several members of the 
Fifth Column, but here the Nazis jibbed, and their over- 
zealous hirelings had to call a halt. 

Many Jews in occupied and unoccupied France, have 
committed suicide, They include Dr. Berthon, head of the 
Jewish Hospital in Paris, and Dr. Elias, a Zionist leader, of 
Mulhouse. 


No Jewish newspapers now appear in France and all efforts 
to obtain permission to publish newspapers either in French 
or. Yiddish have proved fruitless.

THE NEW WHITE PAPER

In a revised edition of the White Paper, the new categories 
include one covering students, and another those Galician Jews 
who Nave lived al) their lives in this country 

Mr Peake, Under-Secretary for the Home Department, men- 
tioned the White Paper when answering Major J. Mitner (Lab., 
Leeds S.E.) in the House last week. “ The recommendations 
made by’ the Asquith Committee,” fie said, “ which relate to 
cligidility for release from internment have been accepted, 
and have either been embodied in the White Paper published in 
August or are bemeg incorporated in the revised edition of the 
White Paper which will be presented to Parliament this week.” 


Censorship of Letters 


Mr. G. L. Manper (Lib. East Wolverhampton) asked the 
Home Secretary to what extent refugees in internment camps 
are permitted to write to responsible persons in this country 
criticising the conditions in the camps; and whether  unre- 
stricted correspondence with Members of Parliament is allowed. 

Mr. Morrison, in a written reply, said: “ If a person detained 
in an internment camp has grounds of complaint about his 
treatment, his proper Course is to commumcate with the Home 
Secretary who is anxious to remedy genuine grievances; but 
there is nothing to prevent such a person making criticisms of 
camp conditions in the letters which he is allowed to. write. 
It is open to such persons to write to Members of Parliament 
but such letters are not exempt from the genera! rules as to the 
number and length of the letters which can be sent out.” 


ALIEN SCIENTIFIC WORKERS 

Mr. Georoe Srraauss (Lab., North Lambeth) asked the Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Department, whether, in order to 
avoid delay, duplication, and the waste of much technical and 
scientific knowledge, he would consider the establishment of one 
authority to consider the reliability of alien technical and 
scientific workers in this country, and, that when an individual 
had been passed by this authority he would be open to accept 
employment in war industries without further investigation. 


Mr. Peake: “ There is no duplication of authorities con- 
cerned with thé question of an alien's reliability, but I think 
what my hon. friend has in mind is the question whether an 
alien who has once been permitted to take employment in a 
war industry can be allowed to change his employment without 
the necessity of obtaining a fresh permit. That is a question 
to which consideration is being given.” 


CONSCRIPTION OF POLISH JEWS 


Mr. Butler answered a question by Colonel Wedgwood on 
Wednesday about Polish nationals of Jewish origin. “1 am 
informed,” he said, “ that their position under Polish law 1s 
in all respects similar to that of other Polish nationals, and they 
are accordingly liable for military service in the Polish forces.

JEWISH MESSAGE TO DEAN OF 
ST. PAUL’S 


The Dean of St. Paul's has received a message from the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews expressing deep regret at the 
damage suffered oy the Cathedral as a result of Nazi bombs. 

The message, signed by Mr. A. G. Brotman, Secretary of 
the Board, expresses relief that the damage sustamed was “ not 
so serious as fo prevent the word of God still being preached 
in the precincts of that noble edifice to which so many milhons 
of Londoners look daily for leadership and inspiration.” 


BLIND REFUGEES ESCAPE BOMBING 


Forty blind Jewish refugees, who had been placed in a Home 
in a provincial centre under the care of the Jewish Blind 
Society, were forced to evacuate the Home durmg a recent raid 
and take shelter in a church hall. The matron reports that 
there was no panic during the bombing, the Inmates dressing 
themselves quietly and walking to the church hall. The refugees 
were from Germany, Poland, and Czechoslovakia, and most 
of them were elderly. 


AT A LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
Ministering to the Victims 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


An institution which has carried on magnificently in the thick 
of the battle is a London Jewish hospital. The medical staff 
has continued work without flinching, and i{ is a heartening 
sight to watch the nurses cheering up the patients while numbers 
of bombs fall all-around. The Hospital has never halted in its 
work, not even when the Nurses’ Home was hit (at the same 
time as an Orthodox Synagogue near by). In one attack, 
when a number of incendiary bombs were dropped, the nurses 
carried on as usual; and the hospital emerged unscathed. 

The patients, too, have behaved with real courage, and I am 
told that on no occasion has there been any sign of panic. 
Praise is also due to the ward-maids,. who have grimly stuck to 
their job in spite of many personal difficulties—several have had 
their own homes demolished. 

The difficulties and tragic experiences of this London Jewish 
hospital staff have not deterred them, but have only made them 
more determined than ever to carry on. :

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Obituary 


SENATOR VITO VOLTERRA 
Eminent Italian Scientist 


The death has occurred in Rome of Senator Vito 
Volterra, one of the two Jewish members of the Pontifical 
Academy. He was 80 years of age, and had been a semi- 
invalid since his collapse from a heart attack during a 
meeting Of the Pontifical Academy in December, 1938, 

Senator Volterra was one of the least publicised of the 
more eminent scientists. Some of his work as a mathe- 
matician is said to have been on a parallel with Einstein's: 
few even among the experts were able to understand the 
equations he used. Volterra was ithe father of mathe- 
matical biology, which is much studied in the United States. 
Only recently he submitted his latest paper on the subject 
to the Pope, who is the titular head of the Pontifical 
Academy. Since Volterra was a Jew, his papers could not 
be published in Italy, but the Vatican highly appreciated 
them. 

Agriculturists and horticulturists have benefited greatly 
from Volterra’s work, particularly by the destruction of 
insect pests through the introduction of parasites. which 
feed on them. 

Volterra had been for 18 years President of the Inter- 
national Committee of Weights and Measures in Paris. and 
by virtue of his office he was the possessor of one of the 
two keys to a safe in Paris where are kept cubic metres of 
platinum by which all other measures are judged. 


Doyen of Italian Senate 


Senator Volterra was the oldest Italian Senator in length of 
service. having been appointed in 1905. He was honoured with 
the degree of Doctor Aonoris causa by the Universities of 
Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgh, Oslo. and Stockholm. Until 
the: béginning of the war he was an active member of the 
Academies of Paris, Edinburgh, Madrid, Gothenberg, and 
Leningrad. Many American universities have sought his 
collaboration and published his works. and he made a number 
of lecture tours of the United States. | 

The deceased Senator was one of the only two Italians to be 
knighted by the British Crown (the other is Dr. Castellani, the 
eminent specialsst in tropical diseases). 

When the world war broke out in 1914. Volterra, then Pro- 
fessor of -Mathematics and Physics at the University of Rome. 
joined dAnnunzio, Bissollt, and Barvilai in their pro-Franc 
campaign throughout Italy, and when Ltaly did enter the war. 
the 55-year-old Senator joined the aviation corps as a lieutenant 
He designed a new type of dirigibie, and introduced another 
innovation by arming it with cannon, though acronautica! 
experts held that the dirigible could not withstand the shock 
of cannon fire. Senator Volterra proved the practicability of 
his scheme by personal experiment, when no. other volunteer 
could be found willing to undertake the task... For. this he 
was decorated with the Croix de Guerre. ' 

Senator Volterra, who married a daughter of Eduardo 
Almagia, the internationally famous engineer, ts. survived by 
his wife, alsO an eminent mathematician, and three sons. One 
of these sons was, until the advent of the racial laws, Pro- 
fessor of Roman Law at the University of Bologna. 

Another son, an engineer and inventor, is at present interned 
in the Isle of Man. 


MAJOR BERNHARD TEMPLE 
A Seeker After Truth 


Mr. JoHN Sorsky writes: 

Inthe recent passing away of Major Bernhard Temple, in 
his 68th year, Jewry has sustained a loss difficult to assess 
at first glance. The sociaj and professional activities of this 
unostentatious Jew were guided by the highest humanitarian 
prmeiples, accumulated over a life-time as a result of deep con- 
templation and’ personal introspection. His whole life was a 
search for truth. A few weeks before his demise he intimated 
to me that the primary object of his later philosophical 
researches was the discovery of “ Positive Truth,” much in 
the same way as Newton, for whom Bernhard Temple had a 
profound regard. 

Major in the Indian Army Reserve of Officers, a friend of 
English ambassadors and foreign statesmen, editor of several 
Eastern daily newspapers, an ardent participant in Palestinian 
and most other Jewish problems, as well as a poet—Mayjor 
Temple led a full life in which his chief motive was service to 
others. He realised that the glory of man’s span on carth is 
the possession of compassion for all humanity; for the trans- 
gressor and the penitent; for the warped of heart, soul, and 
mind; for the tears, pain, and suffering which are the altar- 
offering of mankind. This was because ne knew that the good 

man is a resplendent flame which not even his evil can 
quench. But all the giving of Bernhard Temple, whether 
spiritual comfort or monetary assistance, was done unobtru- 


sively, because reward was the last thing he sought. 

To the wife, son (now serving in H.M. Forces), and daughter 
of Major Temple the deepest sympathy is extended in the sure 
knowledge that the teachings of their »scloved one will heip 
surmount the physical wrench they have sustained. 


MR. GEORGE SOKOLOW 


The death has occurred, as the result of enemy action, 
of Mr. George Sokolow, only son of Mr. and Mrs. Florian 
Sokolow and grandson of the late Dr. Nahum Sokolow. 

Mr. Sokolow was 25 years of age. He was educated 
at the Public School, Warsaw, and at Cambridge, where 
he gained an M.A. degree. Despite his youth he had 
already distinguished himself as a student of science and 
as a journalist. At the outbreak of war he joined the 
stafi of the B.B.C.. and acted as a sub-editor. He was a man 
of considerable charm and will be mourned by a wide 
circle of friends. Im 1938 he married Margaret Almaquist, 
of Stockholm, who survives him. 


THE LATE MR. HERBERT LOEWE 


Mr. C. Raphart, Cowley Lecturer in Post-Biblical

His life is not to be assessed in terms of the books of 
scholarship which he wrote or edited. They were incidental 
to the man. His real achievement was the richness and whole- 
ness of his personal life. He was a “ modern” scholar— 
his mind open to all progressive thinking whether in academic 
Or religious matters: yet his whole lfe—his wide culture, his 
boundless human sympathy, his unquenchable courage, even 
his delightful sense of humour—seemed integrated in his 
Judaism those who enjoyed his friendship and hospitality 
as undergraduates can never forget his infectious, but never 
laboured, enthusiasm, the quiet spirituality that underlay the 
jolly Sabbath readings and the meticulously observed cere- 
monies.

ease and smoothness. The lame and the halt had an equal 
share of his time and patience with the swift runners who were 
able to emulate something of his brilliant academic career.

EMPLOYMENT OF REFUGEES 
Discussion with Mr. Bevin 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


During Mr, Bevin's stay in Manchester recently representatives 
of the recently-formed Manchester Co-ordinating Council for 
Refugees and Friendly Aliens discussed with him the question of 
the release and employment of friendly aliens. 

They urged that the Covernment should make a public statc- 
ment on the importance of accepting into the community all 
reliable alicns on terms of equal citizenship for the time being 
io share in war-time duties, and should encourage the formation 
of units made up of groups of nationals for employment or 
recruitment. Aliens who had been released from internment 
and proved reliable should suffer no further disabilities. 

The deputation suggested that all true democrats, regardicss 
of nationality, should be treated as friends and should accord- 
ingly be given a status enabling them to contribute to the Allied 
cause to the greatest possible extent 

Professor H, J. Fleure, of Manchester University, headed the 
deputation. He is Chairman of the Co-ordinating Council on 
whitch the various Manchester organisations dealing with refugee 
questions are represented, Accompanying Prof. Fleure were 
Mr. ©. G 
Manchester and Salford Trades Council), Mr. W. J. Munro 
{secretary of the Trades Council), and Mr. A. P. Simon (secre- 
tary of the Co-ordinating Council) 

Mr. Bevin told the deputation that he would give their sugges- 
tions his sympathetic consideration.

CONSCRIPTION OF POLES IN BRITAIN 
A Typical Case of Hardship 


We print below, exactly as it reached us, a letter from 
a refugee, Mr. Izak Rothman, of 10, Talbot Square, W.2. 
In publishing this. letter in its original inaccurate and awk- 
ward English, we feel that the sincere sentiments of the 
author are expressed with far greater truth than if his 
words were “translated” into niore ordinary idiom. His 


case is typical of. a sufficient number of Jewish refugees’ 


of Polish nationality in this country to merit the space 
devoted: to it.

I am a refugee from Nazi oppression, 29 years of age, who 
lived in Germany (Cologne) since 1915. | came over to England 
through Bloomsbury House, 14 months ago, with a view of 
further re-emigration to the United States. 1 would now be 
on the turn to get my visa, but I cannot get the Exit Permit 
from the Home Office because the Polish Consulate is not 
willing to give me the necessary letter freeing me from military 
service with the Polish Army, because I happen to have a 
Polish passport. 

Six years long | lived a life of serfdom in Germany, and 
more than one year one of distress in this country, waiting 
suffering but patiently, because full of hope, for the day when 
| could go into a place, where I could again start to live a 
life like a human being. But now the Polish authorities are 
preventing me from doing so. | have no connection with 
Poland whatever, | have never eaten from their soil there, 
never carned my living there. When I was born there in I9tl 
it was part of the Austrian Empire. I have never been in 
Poland for more than 4 weeks. I cannot speak 10 words of 
their language and I know nearly nothing of their history. 

The only contact I had with Polish authorities was, when 
my brother as carly as 1933 was thrown into a concentration 
camp in Germany, and I asked thereupon the Polish Con- 
sulate in Duesseldorf to intervene. I was shouted at by the 
official that they are not there to help Jewish Communists 
(which, of course, he was not a bit). 

The second time in my life it was in October, 1938, when 
my mother, like nearly all Jews in Germany with Polish pass- 
ports, was expelled overnight by the Nazis to Poland, where 
she was held by the Polish authorities for more than half a 
year in a concentration camp, in safe distance from the “ father- 
land,” namely in no man’s land, on the Polish side of the 
frontier. living, like all of them, on the charity of the Jewish 
Ameritan Joint Committee. At last she got a visa for Belgium, 


where to she went, and from where I haven't heard anything . 


since the invasion of her. 

Now I have never reproached the Poles for not having helped 
my family, not outwardly and not inwardly, because | admit 
never having had, physically or spiritually, the slightest rela- 
tion with them—not because of any hatred but of sheer indiffer- 
ence towards: them, | want to stress. But I do not know why, 
as they never helped me, they should be able to hinder me to 
re-emigrate from England to the U.S.A.. If I was not good 
enough to work and live from them, then I should not be good 
enough to fight for them and to be held back here, only 
because of the: fact that owing to some artificial post-war 
manipulation | was bestowéd with a Polish passport. 

| have no permission to take up work im this country... As 
nyy guarantor in Holland, who helped me to come over here, 
is unable to lend me any help now, | am living on 20s. a 
week, which I get from the Bloomsbury House, and for which 
| am ever so thankful. ° 

My sorrow of the possibility of being bombed its a mere 
tiny one, compared with the sorrow of whether I will have 
enough money or not to buy my bread and milk to-morrow. 
This is what I owe to the Polish authorities. Far from ever 
having helped me, be it from getting out of Germany or in 
any other way (which, as mentioned | never expected them to 
do) they are asking me now to serve with their Army, thus 
compelling me to commit a treachery towards my family which 
has suflered so much through them, in various ways, which I 
do not want to point out here further, as | want te forget it. 

My family of five is now dispersed in all corners of the 
world. I do not know of the whereabouts of my mother and 
my brother who are in by Nazis occupied territories, and, 
unable to do anything from bere. It is my duty to emigrate 
to trace them and heip them.

THE TEL-AVIV AIR-RAIDS 


Effects on Modern Buildings 
ARAB FRIENDS IN ADVERSITY 


[From our C orres pondent—JERUSALEM] 


One of the interesting facts to be observed after the recent 
typically Italian bombing of harmless civilians in Tel-Aviv— 
quite in line with Fascist exploits in Ethiopia, where Bruno 
Mussolini boasted of machine-gunning people on the ground— 
is that the reinforced-concrete houses stood up exceliently to 
ihe shattering of the bombs, whilst brick houses suffered con- 
siderably. 

As usual after air-raids, a number of remarkable instances of 
lucky escapes have been related. Whilst one side (uninhabited) 
of a house suffered badly, the other side, in which the occupants 
were, got off unscathed. The upper floor of a large apartment 
house was wrecked: on the lower floors, where pcople happened 
to be, only the plaster cracked. 

In one house which suffered a direct hit a large ornamental 
glass door between. the dining-room and sitting-room had been 
carefully criss-crossed with strips of While 
everything in the house was smashed, that door remained 
untouched. 

Residents of Tel-Aviv tell how people on one side of the street 
were killed by the raid, whilst those on the opposite pavement 
were not even touched. With true Italian gallantry, the bombers 
glided in with engines cut out to avoid sound-detection, dropped 
their- bombs haphazard in residential areas, and then bolted 
out to sca, 

High tributes. must be paid to the devotion and courage of the 
Jewish A.R.P. workers, first aid, ambulance and demolition 
units, who were unflagging in their zeal: to the Jewish constables 
and British as well as Australian soldiers who happened to be 
in the seashore Soldiers’ Club, and rushed to assist; and to the 
populace for its store calm.

NAZI RULE IN RUMANIA 
Jews Expelled From Twelve Towns 


Rumania is rapidly developing—or degenerating—into 
a full-fledged Nazi Protectorate, with ali that that implies 
for the Jewish population. 

The Jews have now begun to leave twelve towns with 
large German populations which the Rumanian Government 
had agreed to place under the control of Nazi German 
Mayors. The Nazis boast that they will make the towns 
judenrein by rendering the life of the Jews there intolerable. 

The authorities have ordered Jewish businesses to display 
special signs. Jewish children are barred from Rumanian 
schools. Government Commissioners are being appointed 
to take charge of local Jewish communal affairs. 

In Hungary the preparation of a new anti-Jewish code is 
under way. It will be a new system of legislation rather 
than merely a third Jew-law. (Hungary already has two 
laws against Jews.) | 

Jews, it is believed, Will be defined as persons with more 


than one Jewish grandparent, as well as non-Jews married 


to Jews. 

In Bulgaria, according to German reports, banks have 
been instructed to withhold payment of deposits made by 
Jews. 


WARSAW’S WALLED GHETTO 
Eight Feet of Concrete 


An eight-foot concrete wall, “so secure that a cat could 
not get through it,” surrounds the Warsaw Ghetto in which 
half a million Jews and Poles are confined. So declares the 
Berlin correspondent of the Associated Press, who is the 
first non-German reporter who has been permitted to enter 
the city. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency discloses that great diffi- 
culties are betng experienced by the Nazis in Warsaw in 
segregating the Jews into the ghetto quarter. The district 
selected has suffered «0 extensively from bombing that it 
cannot house the entire Jewish population, which has con- 
siderably increased Owing to the influx from provincial 
towns and the evacuation of Jews from Cracow. 

Certain exemptions have had, therefore, to be made from 
the order compelling all Jews to live in the ghetto. Children 
under 18 may join their parents still livirig in other districts. 
Jews living in Jewish communal institutions may continue 
to stay even if the buildings are outside the ghetto quarter, 
and other Jews may be allowed to live in non-Jewish 
districts on special a “agg if their request is based on 
what the Nazis consider reasonable grounds. 


AFTER DARK 


The Governor-General of Poland, Dr. Frank, has decreed 
that Jews must not appear in the streets between 6 p.m. 
and 6 a.m. The reason for this extension of the curfew is 
the discovery by the Gestapo that many Poles, contrary to 
the Nazi regulations, were secretly selling food to starving 
Jews under cover of darkness. 

Jews in ‘Warsaw living inside the ghetto must be in bed 
between 9 p.m. and 5 a.m., and those outside be indoors 
before 8. Labour gangs being conducted to and from their 
work are excepted, 


JEWISH POLL-TAX IN SLOVAKIA 
Back To The Middle Ages 


The pro-Nazi puppet Government of Slovakia has devised 
a new law which will compel all Jewish Communities to 
raise a special poll tax from all their members ard hand it 
to the authorities. A similar “ Jewish Poll Tax” was levied 
in some countries in the Middie Ages. 

From Nazi Germany the Slovak Government has sub- 
serviently imported an anti-Soviet exhibition in order to 
demonstrate to the people of Bratislava the Jewish and 
Soviet “ world menace.” This exhibition has not been on 
show in Germany since the conclusion of the German- 
Russian. Pact, and apparently the Nazis believed that its 
appearance in Bratislava would be overlooked by Soviet 
Russia. But the Soviet representative in the Slovak capital, 
M. Pushkin, entered a strong protest and explanations by the 
Slovak Government that the show was directed against only 
Jews failed to impress him. 

The Minister of the Interior, Sano Mach, who was 
entrusted by Hitler with the enactment of anti-Jewish 
measures, has decided to close all Jewish places of worship. 
They are, he declares, nests of anti-Nazi and pro-British 


propaganda. 


BIRO-BIDJAN STILL ASKING FOR 
IMMIGRANTS 


Immigration on a bigger scale into the Far-Eastern Jewish 
Autonomous Region of Biro-Bidjan during next year was 
forecast by the Region's delegates to the last meeting of the 
ee Soviet, Israel Goldmacher and Leah Vishnianskaya. 

. delegates reported that house building in the towns 
and collective farms has greatly increased, providing accom- 
modation for thousands of newcomers. The harvest has 
been an excepioneny ood one this year, they claimed, 
and marked progress j been achieved in the consolidation 
of the collective farms. Courses had been established for 
the ironing of tractor drivers, breeders, and other qualified 
workers 


Particular attention is to be devoted during the coming 
year to the settlement in Biro-Bidjan of industrial workers 
and members of artisan co-operatives, the delegates added.

MEXICAN WORKERS CLASH WITH 
JEW-BAITERS 


Nazi efforts to flood Mexico City with anti-Semitic pro- 
paganda have led to street clashes between Nazis and 
organised Mexican workers Grovrs of Mexican labourers 
tore down the placards reading “ Out with the Jews! ” and 
fights between conflicting groups resulted. 

The Nazis have also been distributing thousands of 
swastika banners, offering taxi-cab drivers one peso to 
display them. 


CHARLIE CHAPLIN TELLS HITLER 
“ The Great Dictator’ Stirs New York 


Chaslie Chaplin may come to London soon for the first 
showing of his new film “ The Great Dictator.” It ts stated 
iiat the takings of the first showing will be given to war 
charities. 

In New York, the film has caused a Sensation by its 
outspoken denunciation of Nazi and Fascist oppression. At 
the end of the film the Jewish barber, who is Dictator 
Hynkel’s double, and is mistaken.for him, makes a speech 
calling for a new world without hate, greed, and intoler- 
ance, where Jew and Gentile, black and white, are free to 
lead their lives by each other's happiness, not cach other's 
misery. | 

The film has already been shown in London to a private 
audience. 


HENRY FORD’S NEW DENIAL 


A circular distributed by the Ford Company to its agents 
repudiates as a forgery a letter alleged to have been written 
by Mr. W. J. Cameron, Henry Ford's right-hand man, to 
Fritz Kuhn, the American Nazi Bund leader. 

A Ford spokesman maintained that Mr. Ford was not 
responsible for the distribution of material ascribed to him 
(referring to the allegation that the anti-Semitic book “ The 
International Jew ” was still being distributed under Ford's 
name). 


Franz Werfel, the well-known Austrian poet and dramatist, 
and Leon Kubowitzki, the Belgian Zionist leader, have arrived 
in New York from France, via Lisbon. 


REFUGEES MAY JOIN 
RHODESIAN ARMY 


Governor’s Reply to Critics 


Refugees from Germany may now volunteer for the 
Medical Corps with the Rhodesian forces and it is believed 
that the refugees will take full advantage of the offer. 

In Northern Rhodesia, the Commanding Officer, with the 
consent of the Governors of Northern Rhodesia, Kenya, 
Tanganyika, and the British Resident in Zanzibar, has 
agreed that aliens who are French or other Allied nationals, 
and non-Allied (but non-enemy) aliens, may enlist as 
privates with the Kenya regiment. 

Speaking at the opening of the Legislative Council ‘in 
Lusaka, Northern Rhodesia, recently, the Governor, Sir 
John Maybin, K.C.M.G.. reviewing the colony's war effort, 
answered the critics of the Government's alleged lemency 
in interning aliens. 

“ Is the exemption of such refugees as we have allowed to 
remain at large unjustifiable?” asked Sir John. “As a 
race and community the Jews were subjected to a perse- 
cution reminiscent of a more barbarous age. In every 
country overrun by Germany persecution is at once intro- 
duced. Is it likely that they will help their enemies against 
their only hope, an allied victory? I know it is feared 
that the arrival of the refugees gives an opportunity to the 
enemy to introduce agents in the guise of refugees. That 
danger, owing to the small numbers of refugees which we 
have to deal with, is not so serious here. We have taken 

recautions and all aliens are closely watched. Some who 

ave been considered dangerous have been interned, and 
those who have not been interned are subject to restrictions 
on their movements.” 


GERMANY—Jewish leaders have been 
issue a warning to all Jews not to establish relations with 
British prisoners of war in Germany, and to refrain from show- 
ing them any acts of kindness. 

Although German Jews are not allowed to use air raid 
shelters, they are being forced to build them. No fewer than 
ten thousand Jews are estimated to have already been con- 
scripted in yarious towns to build shelters for the “ Aryan” 
population. In Munich alone about 2,000 Jews were serzed.

CENTRES FOR EVACUEES 


MUCH has already been written in these columns 
concerning the question of Jewish evacuees. But the 
problem is still with us and remains one of the 
Community's greatest cares. It must, indeed, force 


itself upon our attention with increasing insistence as 


the winter draws on. 

Whether wisely or unwisely, considerable numbers of 
our coreligionists have scattered into various outer 
suburbs, or gone far afield, as the destroyer from the 
skies has wrecked more and more homes, or made them 
uninhabitable. In this they did no more than other 
citizens and the conduct of both was approved not only 
by a large body of public opinion but by a part, if not 
the majority, of the Cabinet. Our fellow-Jews will 
presently find themselves, however, in strange surround- 
ings, cut off from relatives and friends, looked askance 
at sometimes as strangers, if not as Jews, and in despair 
at the absence of social amenities they enjoyed in pre- 
war days at home. If they try to escape from the 
loneliness of their “new homes, with the constricted 
space enforced occasionally by local profiteering greed, 
there will often be nothing but the main street in which 
to congregate and gossip and attract perhaps prejudiced 
attention, or some restaurant or store in which to meet. 
if, m the rigours of winter they stay. in their new 
quarters, provided their host permits, they will risk intol- 
erable boredom. Even those in the first of these categories 
are bound soon to tire of what would be only poor 
substitutes for the joys of a big town. They will 
constantly find themselves at a loose end, brood, and 
grow fretiul. In such moods and such conditions, not 
even the best of good evacuees—be they Jews. or 
Gentiles—can always be models of deportment or free 
from social lapses which they would normally repress 
and which even in their new circumstances they would 
very quickly regret. 
Satan finds mischief for idle hands to do! 

It is as imperative, therefore, as it is obvious that 
steps should be taken to set up Jewish social centres 
in every area where Jewish evacuees can be found in 
any numbers. These would provide acceptable resorts 
in which our coreligionists could forgather day by 
day, and in evenings too, if they chose to brave the 
discomforts of the black-out and the siren. In them 
they could find the solace of friendly converse, and the 
opportunity to exchange ideas and experiences, With 
such aid as the welfare workers delegated from head- 


quarters could, if requested, provide; the evacuees them- 


selves could organise lectures, concerts, and other forms 
of recreation, and all concerned could be made to feel 
more at home, happier than they would otherwise be 
in their new environment, and less of a nuisance to 
themselves and to others. : 

This suggestion is not, of course, meant in the -sole 
interest of the poorer class of evacuees. — It applies 
equally te the case of their better-off brethren. For 
mere money is as often as not powerless against the 
new conditions. It cannot purchase relief from ennui 
in exceptional conditions. It cannot restore associations 
and connections severed by hard circumstance. Nor, 
again, is the proposal limited to Jewish evacuees from 
London. Many have also gone from other big cities 
and their requirements must be equally satisfied. 

Some may urge the eternal .money difficulty.” But 
very litthke money should be needed, and the more: 
comfortably off beneficiaries could supply the needful, 
or most of it. Premises could in ‘most parts be found 
to hire, with the kindly help of the churches and others 
who have already evinced so much of the spirit of 
broad sympathy in their letting of halls and in other 
ways. All that is wanted is that initial dynamic impulse 
which is so frequently lacking in communal affairs. 
Some local communities may already have imparted. 
it, and with satisfactory results. But vastly more remains 
to be given. It must be given, with the least possible 
delay, not only for the sake of those immediately 
affected but for those of their coreligionists still 
anchored in their old /ocal, and the country as a whole, 
to which the undisturbed harmony of its citizens, their 
vitality, and their power to stand up to heavy trials are 
as essential factors of victory as even the armed forces 
themselves. 


And the old lines warn us that. 


ENGLISH ZIONISTS MEET | 

UNPERTURBED by “noises off,” English Zionists for- 
gathered last Sunday at the fortieth Annual Conference of 
the Federation. The resolutions that were passed contained 
no surprises and little for contention. No doubt a gathering 
of this kind provides encouragement to its participants— 
and that is about the most that can be said in its favour. 
We live in testing times when all sorts of ideas and habits 
which we have come to accept unquestioningly are shaken 
out of their corners into the glare of critical light. The 
conference habit is amongst them. It might not be unprofit- 
able to balance the cost and gain of these gatherings, 
whether they be for a Zionist or any other purpose. The 
matter is, of course, one of general as well as Jewish 
interest even though it is felt by some that we have the 


conference habit worse than other people. 


THE “JEWISH ARMY” PLAN 

At the Zionist gathering on Sunday more than one 
speaker referred to the Jewish Army project. The guarded 
language in which Professor Brodetsky dealt with certain 
aspects of this question, compared with his forthright 
expression on others, would seem to show that Zionists, 
for whom he speaks, are scarcely troubled about those 
groundlessly, we believe—have. caused 
anxiety to non-Zionists. So it must have been some other 
shoe that. was pinching and making the Federation s 
learned President walk with. diplomatic delicacy. There 
are, of course, many tricky problems involved in the pro- 
ject. But they are not Jewish problems, and for once, 
surely. we Jews need not worry our heads about them.

AN M.P. AND THE EVACUFES 


Maron Sir Gryn, M.P., who was at one time 
Parliamentary Private Secretary to Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
during that statesman’s Premiership, has-been making a 
suggestion in a local paper on the subject of housing 
evacuees. He begins by saying that “the stream of self- 
evacuated people has overflowed our towns and villages, 
many being Jews, and accommodation required by women 
and children. and soldiers has been absorbed by those who 
have far less claim.” He may have information which justi- 
fies this assessment of comparative merit, But it would be 
difficult to discover any that could excuse the gratuitous 
dragging of Jews qua Jews into an already difficult question, 
thereby complicating it with sentiments which the country ts 
better without at this crisis. Leaving this aside, however, 
Sir Ralph goes on to say that “there is plenty of money 
among the Jewish Community "—a not too certain -pro- 
position in the light of the heavy sacrifices in recent years 
and to argue that “it is surprising that no proper Jewish 
scheme for removing and housing these unfortunates accord- 
ing to their rites and customs has not been imaugurated by 
the Board of Deputies.” He adds that there are still large 
estates that could be taken over and adapted “ by the Jews 
for the Jews,” and asks why some plan on these lines should 
not be made with the Government of Eire. 


“LUBLINS” IN ENGLAND 


THe Board of Deputies, like the local authorities, 
came late into the field during a period of chaos and con- 
fusion and. had to evolve well-thought-out plans in condi- 
tions of continuing emergency. But, as our news columns 
have recently shown, they are now awake to the seriousness 
of the position, and have already taken steps within their 
capacity to deal with its more urgent aspects. As a 
long-range policy, however, they would, we believe, be 
better advised to multiply the Jewish billets than to 
take over and. adapt large estates. No good might 
come of planting on the countryside Jewish encampments, 
or British * Lublins,” however well-behaved the inhabitants. 
Everyone might not be ‘tempted by the mythical Jewish 
millions to welcome them. Side by side with this, the 
setting-up of moderate-sized hostels for those who would 
be prepared to occupy them should be considered and could 
be helpful. Meanwhile, we would venture to suggest to the 
hon. gentleman that the problem of accommodation for 


_ women and children would not have been so acute if some 


of those with living room at their disposal had been less 
snobbishly disdainful of guests “from the lower orders” 
and had adopted a more brotherly and patriotic attitude 
towards them. 


A HALF-BAKED PLAN 


It is obvious, of course, that in an unregulated exodus 
all sorts of difficulties and perhaps even injustices are apt 
to arise. No body of citizens is more anxious than Jews 
to avert or smooth out such troubles—or has clearly 
greater reason for wishing to do so. But it is all a question 
of how. It is all very. well to ask the Board of Deputies 
to remove and house Jewish evacuees. But in the first place 
many of these hapless Jews, like many of their equally 
unfortunate neighbours, do not want to leave their localities, 
and the Board, even if it wished to force its coreligionists 
to go, has no power of coercion. Certainly, most of the 
“ self-evacuated ” Jews, of whom Sir Ralph makes com- 
plaint, would resent as much as would he himself any 
control by any body of their particular wishes and move- 
ments, and the same, no doubt, holds good of most non- 
Jews in the same category. Nor.can Sir Ralph have stopped 
to consider whether the segregation of Jews on large estates 
is really a wise policy, and what local sentiment would have 
to say to what would probably be denounced as an un- 


wanted (even though it were a very profitable) invasion. In 


these matters, perplexing as they are and not without the 
seeds of mischief, it is surely a sensible thing to avoid, at all 
costs, half-baked ideas and careless expédients. eg 


SIMCHAT TORAH 

Tue Festival of Rejoicing of the Law which will be 
observed this. Friday, inevitably with less of its customary 
gaiety, is unique in religious festivals. No other religious 
community engages in a similar celebration, and c¢ynica| 
non-Jews might perhaps feel disposed to single out this 
Jewish happiness and even elation in the possession of 4 
great body of laws——many of them hard to respect in these 
trying modern times—as the distinguishing mark of a 
“peculiar” people. Nevertheless, the Festival proclaims 
the eternal truth that, in the last resort, it is upon law, fair 
play, and justice that the world’s happiness and progress 
rest. Compare this article of faith with the very negation 
of law which is Nazism. Think of the flouting of all law. 
national and international, the prostitution of law to party 
and aggressive ends, the downright suppression of law and 
justice in the case of millions of God's creatures—in short, 
the veritable masque of anarchy which Nazidom is now 
flaunting before our eyes in all mn dominates. Then set 
against these things the fair and orderly system of society 
which is the Jews’ ideal. The result can only be to light 
up vividly the wide gulf that separates the Nazi school of 
ideas from those of the “inferior” Jews, and to demon- 
strate no less clearly in which of them lies the prospect of 
human salvation and in which damnation for all human 
hopes. There have been conquerors before. Napoleon 
was one such. But his Napoleonic Code showed him to be 
a builder and upholder of law, just as one of his strongest 
passions was to be thought of as a constructive statesman. 
Hitler will only go down to history as a law-abhorring 
and anarchistic tyrant who made no grass to grow where 
two blades grew before, and whose one bequest to the 
human kind was a legacy of bereavement and devastation. 


THE NAZI JUGGERNAUT AT WORK 


THe widening area of Jew-suppression, as the. Nazi 
juggernaut goes rumbling on, gives ground for daily and 
grim thought. In country after country its arrival is the 
signal for an orgy of Jew-repression. In many of these, 
though not of course all, Jews had before the irruption 
been allowed to live the normal life of citizens, and werc 
happy. France, the cradle of liberties, Holland, and Norway 
were notable examples. To-day the Jewish position there 
under the Nazi onset is gravely compromised and precarious. 
Even where only the shadow of the juggernaut has 
lengthened over some country, as in Bulgaria, and most 
tragically of all, Yugoslavia, its ominous presence has made 
itself bitterly felt in Jewish life. Hitler has sworn to delete 
Jewry from the European map, and for once in a way he 
is doing his best to carry out a promise. But there is one 
ounce of comfort in this deal of sorrow. The liberal lands, 
into which the Nazis have broken, are resisting the Nazi 
machine's attacks on Jewish citizens. They will have none 
of its beastliness. That resistance does them credit, and 
it suggests a great big question mark against the permanance 
of the Nazis’ conquests. The practical significance of this 
will assuredly be one day revealed. In as yet unsubjugated 
Yugoslavia, democrats have been distributing leaflets declar- 
ing that the Nazis and Fascists usually begin with the Jews 
and end with invasion. Once this is grasped, the swindle 
of anti-Semitism in all its rottenness is revealed. 


THE “JEW” OBSESSION AGAIN 


THE OxrorD MalL, reporting a case in its last Thursday's 
issue, in which the prosecutor was Mr. L. Bakstansky. the 
Secretary of the Zionist Federation, headed its account 
with the statement in large type and across six columns: 
“ Jew Alleges Robbery in Oxford Field.” One experiences, 
in this example of “headlining,” a sense of keen dis- 
appointment that our contemporary should have succumbed 
to an old newspaper temptation to drag the word “Jew” - 
into its columns on the smallest provocation or with no 
provocation at all. With the best will in the world, one 
is unable to see how the heavy type announcement that 
the prosecutor was a Jew added to the interest or under- 
Standing of the case in question, which was simply con- 
cerned with an allegation of demanding money with 
menaces, Perhaps the sub-editor who wrote the headline 
was subconsciously intrigued by the notion that a Jew 
should take action against an alleged offence which is in 
actual truth such a tiresome commonplace in Jewish experi- 
ence, at all events abroad, and expected him to take the 
incident referred to lying down! 


SPARE OXFORD! 


NEVERTHELESS we regret that the paper should have been 
betrayed into a practice which was once very prevalent in 
London journals, but which was, with great consideration 
iN MOst instances, abandoned when Jews and particularly 
Tae Jewish CHRonicLe pointed out how unfair it was and 
how mischievous it could «become. Provincial journals 
whose Staffs are not in ordinary times in touch yith a con- 
siderable Jewish population do not perhaps realise the 
extent to which the Jewish Community can be affected by 
the habit, even when quite innocently indulged. We should 
like, for this reason, to impress upon them its serious 
undesirability, especially in these days of tension and Nazi 
and Fascis' anti-Jewish incitement, It is not that one objects 
to the mention of the word Jew in the newspapers, but 
that its irrelevant mention is apt to suggest a concealed 
purpose of which the ill-disposed take full advantage. We 
would therefore respectfully commend to our provincial 
contemporaries the London precedent of which we have 
spoken. In particular would we venture to commend it to 
our Oxford contemporary, It would be a thousand pities

The special task of keeping non-Jewish opinion, in and out 
of Palestine, informed as to Jewish rights, creeds, and claims 
was maintained by the Federation at high pressure after the 
issue of the White Paper on British policy im Palestine in 
May, 1939, and was more successful than appeared on the 
surface. -But they had had to restrict their political activities 
in these days of emergency. “ We have also suffered severely 
from war conditions.” 

In the concluding passages of his address, Mr. Goodman 
miade appreciative references to the various Zionist bodies work- 
ing in this country and to the honorary workers and staff of 
the Federation. 

Professor S. Brodetsky said that it was clear that the present 
situation meant that the Jewish x itself must take part 
in the liberating of humanity and of the Jewish people as a 

art of humanity. It meant that Jews as a people, not only in 
Deisctine but in other parts of the world, s ould be given the 
opportunity of fighting side by side with everybody else who 
was now struggling for the liberation of mankind from Hitler's 
threat. Therefore, it would be no exaggeration to say that_while 
there were all kinds of detailed problems with which the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agency had had to deal during the past year, 
one problem stood out as being the most important, and that 
was the part that the Jewish people was to play in the present 

le. 
"Ee was glad to be able to say that in Palestine there was 
already a special Jewish formation of a military character 
associated with the British Forces. 

There was in the minds of every one of them the desire that 
as soon as possible the Government of this country should give 
to Jews, not only inside Palestine but everywhere else, the 
opportunity of joining as allies in this war. 

he political session in the afternoon was presided over by 
Mr. Janner, who read a letter of sympathy with Zionist effort 
which the C + | Foreign Minister, Dr. Hubert Ripka, 

d sent to Dr. Weizmann. 

Nahe resolutions which were carried pledged full support 
to the British Government in the war; expressed the determina- 
tion of the Jewish people to take its full part in this struggle; 
e-3ociated the Zionist Federation with the Jewish Agency's 
Yewish Army project; expressed sympathy to — Jewish 
Communities in various parts of the world; congratulated the 
Yishuv on its firm stand in the face of air raids; expressed the 
belief that the present common danger would lead to a common 
endeavour to esiablish happy co-operation between Jews; and 
appealed to Anglo-Jewry to intensify its efforts on behalf of 
the Jewish National Home, 

As Chairman of the Political Committee, Mr. Goodman 
submitted the political resolutions, and in doing so referred 
with regret to the fact that Jews had not received encourage- 
ment in their desire to fight as the natural associates of Britain 
in the life and death struggle against Nazi Germany and Fascist 


Italy. 
While welcoming the recent statement of Mr. Greenwood, 


Mr. Goodman said that Jews anxiously looked forward to @ 
recognition of the specific needs and claims of the Jewish 
people. Mr. Goodman then spoke of the overwhciming tragedy 
of France and of the miserable attempt of the Pé€tain 
Government te make the Jews the scapegoat for the military 
defeat Of France. No fewer than 60,000 Jews of various 
nationalities served in the defence of France, but they were 
the Unknown Soldiers of Isracl 

“ The time has at last arrived when the Jew: shall no longer 
be passive objects, no longer nameless, but that their collective 
existence and status shall be recognised. It, should be one of 
the war aims of Great Britain to make known to the world in 
general, and to its Allies in particular, that the Jewish people 
has a right not only to clementary human rights but to claims 
as a religious and ethnic minority where Jews torm a con- 
siderable and compact part of the population. The tragedy of 
old Poland, which openly and formally repudiated its solemn 
undertaking towards its Jewish minority, should not be repeated 
when, as we fervently hope, Poland will rise agai after its 
fourth partition. 

“ The resolutions which this conference are invited to con- 
sider are, in moderate terms, because we feel that our 
demands need no undue cmphasis, but also because our claims 
must be accepted if the struggle in which this country and its 


-Allies is engaged has any moral purpose which can appeal to 


the conscience of the civilised world.” ) 

The report of the Propaganda and Organisation Committee 
was presented by the Chairman, Mr. P. Horowitz, who des- 
cribed their system of carrying on by means of. arranging 
regional conferences as a new technique. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. N. Goldenberg stressed 
the necessity for educating Jewish youth in Jewish matters 
through the Jewish Youth Institute. Subsequently, a resolu- 
tion calling for support for the Institute was carried. 

Dr. M. Solomon pleaded for a territorial union of Zionists 
in this country 

Mr. Barnett Janner said that he believed that in view of 
evacuation the main burden of sustaining Zionist work would 
fall upon the provincial centres 

Mrs. Dugdale, Dr. Schwartzbard, and Mr. Berl Locker 
addressed the conference, which was closed with an address 
by Mr. Janner, the new Chairman of the Executive Council. 


Mr. Janus Cohen. Chairman of the Credentials Committee, . 


presented that body's report, which showed that the number 
of those erititled to vote at the conference was 170; the number 
of those entitled to attend without voting was 156; . making a 
total of 326. 


Messages From M.P.s 


Amongst the ‘messages were the following: 

From Masor Victor Cazacet, M.P.: “To-day we are all united 
in one supreme effort—to win the war and defeat that enemy 
against whom the Jews have been fighting for the last six years. 
Never before have the aims of all true Christians been so clearly 
allied with those of the Jews. We, who are your friends, are 
glad to have the occasion to tell you that our thoughts are with 
you more than ever to-day. We know how. many and how 
ereat are the sufferings of Jewry in Europe, but we Know also 
that a great and lasting reward for you awaits our final victory. 
We are convinced that victory will come, and no Jew will rejoice 
more sincerely than I will when you enter into your rightful 
inheritance in the Holy Land” 

From the Hon. R. D, Denman, M.P.: “ The coming year is 
a- testing time of spiritual strength. Mankind can easily and 
weakly slide into a servitude imposed by the bombs of the bully. 
Zionism cannot be of that poor spirit. kt must and will help 
to preserve us all from that fate. It must and will show itself 
the heir of the noblest traditions of the Jews and play its full 
part in this struggle for the freeddm and the self-respect of 
man. 

From Mr. Georrrey te M. Manper, M.P.: “ I trust that one 
of the results of the war will be the establishment on the firmest 
foundations of a National Home for the Jews in Palestine; this 
was our pledge which must be carried out in the lettér and in 
the spirit.” 

From Mr. J. McGovern, M.P.: “I trust that your delegates 
will be able to enjoy immunity from the present * air terror’ 
and that collective wisdom will assist in forging methods of 
release for Jewry from the brutal oppression of humanity.

A Charge Refuted © 


{From our Correspondent] 


Allegations that the Glasgow Jewish Represenfative 
Council was not giving adequate attention to the ques- 
tion of conditions in internment camps were refuted at 
a meeting of the Executive of the Council last week, at 
which Mr. B. Strump. J.P., presided 

The charge had been made, it was stated, by a represen- 
tative at the previous delegate meeting of the Council. A 
report which was submitted, however, revealed that the 
charge was without foundation. A meeting had been held 
with relatives of resident internees, and these people saw 
for themselves that the Council was doing everything 1in- 
its power to obtain the release of the internees. Any 
delays which were experienced were due to the fact that 
as a general rule release could only be secured for those 
internees who came within one or other of the categories 
enumerated in the Government's White Paper. Out of 
nine applications for release, five had already been granted. 
The Council was continuing its efforts on behalf of the 
other four, and it was hoped to secure their liberation 
shortly. 

A Liaison Committee was appointed which would act 
as a link between the Council and local Jewish residents 
who had .been detained since the outbreak of war, and 
which would undertake a thorough investigation of all the 
cases concerned. The Committee consists of Messrs. E. 
Isaacs, M.B.E., J.P., J. Sachs, J.P., M. Glasser, and E. 
Goldberg

LEEDS RECEIVES BOMBED-OUT 
REFUGEES 


A Host of New Problems 


[From our Correspondent] 


The influx of evacuees from the damaged areas in Lon- 
don has added a host of new problems to the already wide- 
spread welfare work which is being done at the Communal! 
Offices of the United Hebrew Congregation. 

Although most of the evacuees have come to Leeds at the 
invitation of relatives and friends, a number of them are 
completely without means, and temporary assistance has 
had to be given to them by the Leeds Jewish Board of 
Guardians. It has also been necessary in Many cases to 
find comfortable billets. Some evacuees who had arrived 
in Leeds knowing that a distant relative resided somewhere 
in the city were helped in tracing them. 

Every attempt is being made to find employment for the 
evacuees. Where evacuees are able to earn their own 
livelihood, assistance has been given them in removing their 
belongings from the bombed areas so that they can start 
their new life here. 

During the’ High Festivals, seats were found for all 
visitors. Women have been put in touch with various 
women's organisations, and a number of children have 
already been accommodated at the Hebrew Classes, 

The Rev. Isaac Cohen, who has already been vigorously 
tackling these problems, has urged: the preparation of 
emergency schemes of relief. Plans are being considered 
for the equipment of a special Food, Clothing, and Rest 
Centre, which could also be used as an information centre 
for air-raid victims, and could deal with the movement of 
casualties. 

The Leeds Jewish Board of Guardians who have under- 
taken the relief of distress caused by this evacuation, are 
appealing to the community for generous assistance.

UNDERGROUND FASCISM 


Jew-Baiters in N. London Tube Shelters 
DISRUPTORS ROUTED 


How Fascist attempts to stir up feeling against Jewish ana 
other so-called “foreign” shelterers in North London 
Underground stations were defeated is described in articles 
in the ISLINGTON AND HoLLoway Press. 

At first, the paper reveals, a certain amount of feeling 
was aroused against Colonials, Jews, and French by certain 
“ bullying types of men,” who sought to create as much 
disturbance as they could. At Warren Street Station, after 
a Shelter Committee had been formed to clean up the 
station and generally keep things in order, “tough-looking 
men appeared on the station platform,” according to one 
of the shelterers, “and began to make themselves objection- 
able. They were using typical Fascist methods. They started 
to pick quarrels with anyone who either looked forcign. 
spoke with a peculiar accent, or to whose features they took 
objection. . . . They insulted Jews, Gentiles, Cypriots, Aus- 
tralians, and even soldiers’ wives. Then the thugs tried to 
pick a fight with a member of the committee who was 
attempting to carry on with his work.” 

Other people at the station declared that they recognised 
the men as having been associated with Fascist movements 
and being actively concerned in their organisation. 


“Wait Ti Hitler Comes” 


One of the Fascists went so far as to say, “ Wait till 
Hitler comes here—vou won't be doing this then.” When 
told this was Fifth Column talk, he replied, “ You won't 
say that when Hitler arrives.” 

The same methods were tried at Mornington Crescent 
Station, says the paper, but here the attempts were immedi- 
ately nipped in the bud. Here a soldier's wife was insulted, 
and one, whose husband was fighting in the East, was called 
a “ b-—— foreigner “ and told to “ Get out and make room 
for an Englishman.” 

A later report In the ISLINGTON AND HoLLoway Press 
says that following their failure to stir up trouble. the 
Fascists have kept quict. Visiting Mornington Crescent, 
where many Cypriots shelter, the Archimandrite of. the 
Greek Orthodox Church congratulated the Station Com- 
mittee on their fight against racial discrimination. 

Meanwhile, it is reported that anti-Jewish leaficts have 
been distributed in other tube stations.

MAN’S BEGINNING 


HE great enigma of man’s mastery of his physical 
surroundings and at the same time his helplessness in 
the face of his circumstances, is nowhere depicted with 

more aweful grandeur and yet unmistakable simplicity than 
in the chapters of the Bible which open our great cycle 
of lTorah-readings. To-~<lJay, according to ancient custom, 
we rejoice in thankfulness for the Law and all the blessings 
that # confers upon us. Yet even on this same day, as on 
the morrow Sabbath, we read those chapters which, perhaps. 
touch closer than any upon the very basis of the problem 
whose flowering to-day is in blood and tears. Man, master 
of all that God has so lavishly bestowed upon him, of the 
substance and wealth of the world, of the beasts of the 
field, of the mighty and untold energies which He has per- 
mitted us to harness, is still the weak, helpless, shivering 
miscreant too feeble to conquer the evil which is his desire 
and which he suffers jo rule over him. 


ANY religious systems, philosophers, and thinkers have 
sought to establish in the opening chapters of the 
Bible the parallel to their own attempt to solve the problem 
of problems. But though fashions have favoured first this 
one and that according as events have seemed to lend a 
plausibility to the argument, the one answer which no phase 
of history bas falsified is the answer which the Torah itself 
in its entirety presents and which the words of the Prophets

carry into our very hearts with such burning eloquence. 
To-day. as we look around at what appears to be the ever- 
widening area of human misery, the idea of man as masicr 
of his universe must appear the grimmest irony. But the 
stark truth embedded in the Bible's explanation is no little 
solace. because it reminds us that we are not by any means 
the hopeless victims of a blind fate but rather the victims 
of our own collective selfish iniquity, with full powers to 
understand, to judge, and to reform. 


There is nothing in the teachings of the story of the 
Creation, or in the lessons of the first disobedience and the 
first murderer, to invite an idle fatalism or a weak com- 
placency. On the contrary, these mighty lessons bid us be 
up and doing in the fight against Evil, whether it be the 
evil that creeps about in subtle form and comes from else- 
where to mislead us, or whether it be the sin that heth 
at the door of our very hearts and calls for the even greater 
struegle within. ‘These eternal lessons tell us plainly of 
the consequences if we fight or if we succumb. As though 
to make easier the realisation that these matters of good 
and evil are no mere petty personal balancing of accounts 
between our own individual right deeds and our wrong. God 
Himself redeemed His people with the Law—the Law not 
for one and another but for a whole people, the Law whose 
burden is a guard against so many of those avenues which 
lead to the most tragic folly that mankind can commii 
when it savs in its heart: There is no God. 


THS distinction between personal responsibility and 
general suffering or well-being is one which is too often 
confused for the sake of casy argument and destructive 
cleverness. The Law is a law for the people as well as 
for persons: for man is not a lonely individual but part 
and parcel of the society in which he lives, its well-being 
is his well-being, its suffering is his. The world to-day 1s 
a lurid example of the results of society's flouting the spirit 
of the Law. Fach of us individually knows the indefinable 
quality of his own appraisement, whether he admits to 
religious faith or not, of that voice of God in man—his 
conscience. And it is no paradox that so often the face 
which shines with sublime happiness is of one who accepts 
the heaviest burden of his conscience and of the Law. A 
false self-sufficiency in man has brought him with almost 
scientific inevitability to his present sorry pass. In sorrow 
and grief he turns from his dream that he has but to reach 
up a little farther to be master of his fate and himself a 
god. In that very attempt he: reaches up for the fruit 
which sinks him into a misery from which an honest 
remorse and a humbleness of spirit alone can release him. 


If only in his days of sunshine he could remember always 


the lessons of the Beginning!

PLANNING FOR REST 
Shelters and Week-End Resorts 


(From our Clubs Correspondent} 


The AJ.Y., which ts in touch with all other national 
youth movements concerned about forming a war. policy 
fer vouth clubs, is interested in a suggestion put forward 
by the London Federation of Boys’ Clubs that suitable 
shelters be sought so that the night life of clubs be inter- 
fered with as little as possible. it is hoped that when the 
club closes at the usual hour of 10 p.m. the boys would 
be able to sleep on the premises. 

Another plan already started is for week-end resorts 
outside the bombed areas where boys and girls can go for 
a break. Owing to the generosity of Mr. James Montefiore 
a* house has been made available for this purpose at Durley, 
near Southampton. Mr. S. Ansell, of Brady Boys’ Club, 
has been active in the matter and a number of his boys 
have already stayed there. The place is known as the 
Montefiore Boys’ Country Club. 

It is pleasing to learn that in spite of the nightly bombing 
attacks on London, only one out of 30 A.J.Y. Clubs in the 
area is completely closed. 


“OLD BOYS” INVITATION TO OTHER CLUBS 


Although right in the centre of the severely bombed 
Fast End, the Old Boys’ Club is functioning surprisingly 
well. Mr. S: Honey, the Club's Chairman, desires it to be 
known that members of Jewish clubs who are unable to get 
to their own clubs are at liberty to use the “Old Boys” 
premises, Which are open all day Sunday and sometimes on 
Saturday afternoons. Mr. Honey also asks clubs whose 
buildings have beétn rendered unusable to utilise to the 
fullest extent the premises of the O.B.C. 


CARRYING ON AT STEPNEY GREEN 


The Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club keeps its flag flying 
although the surrounding area has suffered heavy damage 
in recent raids. The Club is at present open only on Sun- 
days from 11 a.m. until 5 pm. Hot luncheons may be 
purchased; and a dramatics section and a physical traming 
class provide useful relaxation for the members. 

Many of the members’ houses have cither been 
demolished or damaged and the occupants have been 
evacuated. But the loyalty of members to the Club con- 
tinues. It may be judged by the fact that many of them 
pay special visits in order to meet their friends at the Club, 
helping it to carry on during this war as it did in the last. 

Members who have left the district are urged to write 
advising the Club of their whereabouts. Members of other 
clubs who are unable to make use of their premises, are 
invited to spend Sunday afternoons at Stepney Green.

CAREERS ADVICE 
Afternoon “ Evening ” Classes 


During the coming winter many students will no doubt 
be glad of the opportunities now being given to take their 
evening classes in the afternoons instead. The London 
County Council has arranged for classes in all subjects 
for which there is a demand to be held during the after- 
noons, including Sundays, and enrolment has already 
begun. Polytechnics, technical institutes, and evening 
institutes are all included in the scheme, and prospective 
students may obtain particulars from their nearest institute.

anybody had predicted that 

strictly conventional families 
would nightly take their bed- 
ding and go to sleep in a com- 
munal shelter together © with 
total strangers, they would 
have been rudely derided. If 
anybody had predicted further 
that closely united family 
groups would cheerfully split 
up, sending members of the 
clan to the farthest ends of the 
earth, they would have earned 
an equal measure of incredu- 
lous scorn. 


Life Changed 


Yet these things have come 
to pass under our eyes, and to- 
day, life for many famuiles has 
changed out of all recognition 
and so fundamentally that it 
means something quite different 
from what they originally 
believed it meant. 

The sacrifice demanded of many sincerely 
devoted parents is beyond compute. No 
earnest and conscientious parent willingly 
parts from a child whose sunny face is a 
perpetual light of happiness in their daily 
lives. Still less do parents who have spared 
themselves no hardship, worked, planned, 
and schemed to bring their children up to 
the best of their ability, suddenly forgo all 
the precious advantages of an ordered 
environment without a severe struggle.

Realisation 


It is because each of them to-day realises 
with grim and graphic imagination the alter- 
natives to a successful issue of the present 
struggle. that they haveaccepted cheerfully the 
task of readapting themselves, even to the 
point of jettisoning the bulk of the things 
which formerly made their lives pleasant. 

Yet in the midst of our struggle there are 
many bright and. useful aspects towards 
which we can usefully turn our gaze. There 
are lessons to be learnt and adjustments to 
be made which, if we profit by them now. 
will serve us in good stead not only in 
the present hour of difficulty, but also jin 
what we hope will be a far better era when 
peace returns. It may yet prove an even 
greater test of the strength of our

Family life is 
just one of the items that should be brought 
under review now. It contarns within it 
some of the most precious influences to 
which mankind has been subjected.

Parents and children must 
perform a great task of family ™“ spring- 
cleaning,” and sort and sift their relation- 
ships, so that only the really valuable things 
are stored for the post-war period.

Not So Privileged 


The first bit of “rubbish” to discard is 
the selfish conception of the family as a 
close community with privileges exclusively 
reserved for the fortunate (or unfortunate) 
biood relations of the group. This concep- 
tion of family life is in effect no better than 


the basic and exclusive creed of the evil: 


forces we are so wholeheartedly determined 
to overthrow. 

The ideal family has no limit to its advan- 
tages, no hard-and-fast line of demarca-

tion for its benefits. True, no one family 
can dispense food and shelter to all and 
sundry. and in practice it is not required to 
do so. But it must inspire every member of 
its group with that generous and kindly 
thought for others which is so insistently 
made the key-note of Jewish teaching. The 
stranger is to be welcomed and given, not 
the left-over scraps surlily, but the best the 
family can provide willingly. 

Present circumstances have afforded many 
families a unique opportunity for testing 
their ability to rise to this high and cultl- 
vated level. That another human being 1s 
in need of just the privileges that the family 
affords is in itself a misfortune for him, to 
be assuaged by additional loving care and 
kindness on its part, 


Re-learn Self-control 


Self-control that ensures that each mem- 
ber of the group shall conduct himself 
in a manner least calculated to incon- 
venience or annoy his fellows is another 
important virtue of family life that has often 


- been allowed to lapse where families are so 


small that it is possible for each member 
more or less to lead his own life. The big 
families who now have to sleep together 
nightly, must re-learn this technique, and 
every member's conduct must be inspired by 
a willing desire to co-operate with the others. 

Finally, there is the unfortunate family 
, failure of trying to 
interfere with and 
control the 
of other members 
of the group. That, 
too, becomes im- 
possible when. the 
“family” is extended to include all the 
dweliers in. say, a biock of flats. You 
simply can't tell everybody which brand of 
tooth-paste they should use, or,whether they 
should bath in the morning or the evening. 
just as you neyer readily had any right to 
dragoon the little family group over whom 
you formerly wielded such influence!

Ultimate Gain 


There is every reason to hope that family 
life will ultimately gain by the present sad 
and serious disruption it is suffering. The 
man or woman who grumbles and grizzlies 
in this supreme hour over petty inconveni- 
ences and discomforts has been spiritually 
bombed, and they will convey little back 
into the clean new home we hope to see 
arise,

SOME MORE SUPPER DISHES 


Cheese Patties 


RoLL out some short or flaky pastry quite 
thin. Cut into rounds about the size of a 
saucer. Put a tablespoonful of thinly 
flaked cheese in the centre of cach, and 
season with salt and cayenne. Moisten 
edges and fold over in halves. Brush over 
with milk and bake in a hot oven about 
15 minutes. 


Meat Pie 


Minced beef (raw) + Ib. Small onion, 

Liver, 4 ozs 2 potatoes. 

Tomato ketchup. Water, 4 pint. 

Salt, pepper. Short crust 

PEEL potatoes and onion and cut them 
and the liver into small pieces. Put'in a 
pie dish with the minced beef, season with 
salt, pepper, and tomato ketchup, and pour 
over 4 pint water. Cover with short crust 
and bake about 14 hours. First im a hot 
oven to cook the pastry, then reduce heat 
or move the pie to a lower shelf. 


Curried Sheep's Head 


CLEAN head thoroughly and remove the 
brains. Cook the head in. boiling. salted 
water, with a large carrot, till tender. Re- 
move meat from the bone, cut it up, also 
the tongue, and slice the carrot. 

Chop a small onion and apple, fry a 
golden brown in 1 oz. dripping, then stir 
in a tablespoonful each of flour and curry 
powder, fry for a minute or two longer, 
add } pint stock in which the head was 
boiled and stir till boiling. Add the cut- 
up meat and carrot-and simmer gently for 
30 minutes. Serve with boiled rice and 
chutney. 


Stuffed Cabbage 


a moderate-sized cabbage that 
Remove 
outside leaves and trim stalk. Then open 
out the leaves without breaking them off. 
Make a forcemeat with sausage meat and 
breadcrumbs, add a little minced onion and 
a pinch of herbs. Put a little of this at 
the bottom of every leaf, return the 
cabbage to its original shape, tie. round 
with tape. Put in a saucepan, add } pint 
stock, and stew gently for 14 hours. Dish 
on to a hot dish, thicken the gravy and 
pour around. 


Potato and Cheese Pie 


THOROUGHLY mash 14. Ibs, freshly cooked 
potatoes, add 4 ozs. grated cheese, | o7. 


C HOOSI 


(or more) melted margarine, a lighily 
beaten egg, and } gill hot milk. Season to 
taste, and mix thoroughly. Turn into a 


greased fireproof dish, sprinkle with grated 
cheese, and bake in a quick oven about 
4 hour.

IN ORKNEY 


Probably for the first time in the history 
of Anglo-Jewry a service was held on the 
Day of Atonement in Orkney. It was held 
in a masonic lodge-room, and the congrega- 
tion consisted of Jewish members of H.M. 
Forces and two civilians who happened to 
be on the island, Rabbi lt. Brodie, C.F., 
conducted the service. At the end of the 
Fast, the soldiers were entertained to a 
repast by one of the civilians, to whom, I 
am told, the men could not express their 
enough—Mr. Charles Frum- 
in, Of Manchester. My informant tells 

me that it will be interesting one day to 
describe the efforts made by some of the 
soldiers to reach the centre chosen for the 
service. The military authorities were most 
sympathetic in providing transport facilities 
for the men, 


AT THE FIRE STATION 


Religious services in war-time are held 
in some strange places—and no doubt one 
of the strangest is a fire station, where a 
Kol Nidré service was held this year. The 
Rev. S. Levy, Emeritus Minister of the New 
Synagogue, London, asked the Superin- 
tendent of a branch of the London A.F.S. 
to give his permission for Jewish fireman 
at his station to attend the Kol Nidré ser- 
vice in the Synagogue. But the Superin- 


. tendent could not give such permission, as 


there are 30 Jews “on the strength,” which 
would have been seriously weakened with 
so many away. He gave permission, how- 
ever, for Mr. Levy to conduct the service 
in the hall of the fire station, for which 
the men were really grateful. 


“ DIZZY” HELPING WAR EFFORT 


“ Dizzy ”’ is lending a hand in Blackpool's 
war effort. A life-sized oil portrait of Lord 
Beaconsfield, gorgeous in gold lace, with a 
portrait of the young Queen Victoria behind 
him, is now on view in a local shop-win- 
dow and will be handed over to the highest 
bidder. The picture is the property of Mr. 
P. E. Poel, a civil servant, who promises all 
money shall be divided between the Mayor 
of Blackpool's Spitfire Fund and the South 
African War Veterans’ local branch, which 
he has recently founded. The latter sum 
is to form the nucleus of a fund for a 
Station Buffet to provide hot refreshments 
free to troops passing through. Mr. Poel 
has himself seen three campaigns—Indian, 


South African, and 1914-18. As a member - 


of the Primrose League and ardent 
admirer of Lord Beaconsfield, he feels that 
the great man, as one who took so large 
a part in the acquisition of shares in the 
Suez Canal by Britain, would have been 
deeply touched by the struggle looming in 
Egypt. 


TURNING THE TABLES 


North Country folk are resigned to hear- 
ing from their friends in the South of their 
“ Northern accent,” though they often 
resent the suggestion in their hearts.

Many of 
them are children who share the games and 
study of the resident youngsters.

Miss 
Hilda Schlesinger, who is in charge of the 
LCC, Rest Shelter at the Club, told me 
recently how a constant stream of people. 
by no means all of them Jews, were given 
advice, clothes, and other necessities there. 
In addition, I am told that an important 
nucleus of club life and interest is main- 
tained by means of knitting classes which 
are held in the Club Shelter. 


Old People Evacuated 


It is due to the initiative and energy of 
three women well known in the community 
that the Order Achei Brith Home at 
Etchingham was set aside for 50 aged and 
ailing men and women from the East End. 
1 am told. Lady Reading, Mrs. Barnett 
Janner, J.P., and Mrs. A. Petrie, acting on 
behalf of the Board of Deputies, obtained 
the loan of the home from the Order, and 
decided to send there those sick and old 
people whom it was difficult to move con- 
stantly into shelters. In addition, clothes 
and furniture have been collected arid re- 
distributed where they were most needed.

LOST AN EYE—SAVED A LIFE 
Air-Raid Heroism 
LONDON JEWISH A.R.P. WORKER 


_ While bombs were falling during a London air raid, 
Mir. Harry Wisenthal saved the life of a man badly injured 
by broken glass—and himself suffered the loss of an eye 
from one of the explosions. : 3 

Mr. Wisenthal, who served throughout the last war in 
the R.A.M.C,, is a stretcher-bearer at an A.R.P. first-aid 
post in London. When not on duty, he spends part of 
his time in a large West End shelter, cheering and com- 
forting the several hundred women and children who go

oldiers who are fighting to protect them. His friendli- 
ness and help have earned him the nickname of “ Granpa.” 

One night recently, while he was recounting a story, 
some of the mothers told him that a bright light was show- 
me from the skylight of the building next door. “ Granpa ” 
went with another man to this building to try to put out 
the light. They had to break in and climb on to the roof. 
[he other man stumbled and fell through a glass pane, 
cutting his arm badly. Mr. Wisenthal immediately went 
to help him—and just then a terrific bomb explosion 
occurred, causing severe injuries to Mr. Wisenthal’s face 
and cutting and dislodging his right eye. 


Bombs and Shrapnel 


Blood was. pouring down his face, and he could hardly 
see because of it, but, ignoring it, Mr. Wisenthal found 
an old clothes-line on the roof and made a tourniquet for 
the other man’s arm, as he realised his companion was in 
danger of bleeding to death. The air raid was in full 
blast, and bombs and shrapnel were falling, but Mr. Wisen- 
thal dragged the other man away from the open roof. He 
collapsed only when other helpers arrived and took over. 

Speaking to a JewisSH CHRONICLE representative after- 
wards, Mr. Wisenthal modestly disclaimed any heroism. 
“Jt was worth an eye.” he said, “as I should hate to 
think what might have happened to my friends and their 
kiddies in the shelter if the Germans had seen that light.” 
When the hospital doctors told him he would lose an 
eve, hé confessed he was worried at first, as it might have 
frightened the children. But now, he said, he’s got a- glass 
eye instead. 

Mr. Wisenthal, who is 55, was born in Rumania and came to 
England when he was 10. He attended Commercial Street 
School, London, E.. and later became a naturalised British 
subject and, as mentioned above, served in the Army in the 
last war. For many years he was a member of the Stoke 
Newington Synagogue. By trade he is an Orthodox Jewish 
cook, and has been in thé service of the Cunard and White 
Star Lines for many years. He was Jewish cook im_ the 
Cunarders Ausonia, Alaunia, and Antonia, and in the White 
Star liners Homeric and Laurentic.

A Scientist With Forebodings 


From the young Tom Edison of Mickey Rooney to 
Edison the Man, as played by Spencer Tracy, is not such a 
far cry. The same stubborn determination and easy humour 
are common to them both and also, one supposes, to Edison 
himself. 

Chis account of the great inventor's life from the time that 
he was an odd job man in the Gold Indicator Building of New 
York, up to ‘the days of his universal recognition, is extra- 
ordinarily gripping. We ‘follow all his experiments and his 
mventions including the phonograph and finally the electric 
bulb as one long adventure / 

One of the tensest moments is when, having spoken in his 
broad American the nursery rhyme of “ Mary. had a little 
lamb ~ into the phonograph, we hear the magic words repeated, 
clear and unmistakable, from the revolving cylinder. There 
are also good moments to be had from his nights and days 
of concentrated effort te discover the correct material for making 
filament for the electric lamp, a discovery which caused tre- 
mendous excitement and which brought him nto conflict with 
the gas-lighting magnates. 

And so we come from his delightful courtship, his building 
of the Menlo Park Laboratory, his constant struggles against 
lack of funds, to a reception given in his honour on his 82nd 
birthday at the Golden Jubilee of Light, in 1929. 

“ Are we to discover too late that science was trusted too 
much, so that it has turned into a monster whose final triumph 
is man’s own destruction? ™ he asked. “ The dynamo of man’s 
God-given ingenuity is running away with the dynamo of his 
equally God-given humanity,” he continued, and ended with 
a plea to men to put those dynamos in balance. |

Addressing the eleventh annual general meeting of 
members of the Jerusalem Electric and Public Service 
Corporation, Limited, held on October 17 at Winchester 
House. E.C.. the Chairman, Mr. William Shearer, said 
that the business of the corporation had continued to 
progress during the year ended March 31, 1940, 
although profits had been affected by rising costs.

The Chairman thought that members would not
